Architects to look at Town Hall renovations

State grant funds will pay for a 
consultant to seriously study build¬ 
ing an addition to Agawam Town 
Hall, the mayor said this week. 


Town officials announced on 
July 27 that Agawam will receive 
$799,750 in a grant from the state 
Department of Housing and Com¬ 
munity Development. The money 
will be used for housing rehabilita¬ 
tion, senior home renovations and 


an accessibility study of Town Hall. 

“We need to find out what’s 
our best option here,” said May¬ 
or William Sapelli. “It’s kind of a 
strange building, in that the front 
was originally built, [but] when 
they put on the addition in the 


back, they didn’t match up the 
floors. In the main building, we 
have three floors, and in the back 
building, we have three separate 
floors that don’t match up. It’s go¬ 
ing to be a challenge to figure out 
elevator issues.” 


In the front of the building, 
hallways connect the offices on 
the first floor and the second floor. 
In the rear, however, the Planning 
Department is only accessible

After a car crashed on Nolan Lane

from the same school to attend 
the seminar. 

Sara Chaffee, president of the 
Agawam Rotary Club, said the 
club pays for two AHS students to 
attend an annual daylong youth 
leadership program at Spring- 
field College. She said each year 
the guidance department rec¬ 
ommends 10 to 15 students who 
would be “excellent candidates” 
for the Rotary Youth Leadership 
Awards program. 

“We then interview students 
to select the two who will attend 
RYLA. Veronica and Honesty were 
chosen by our club to attend the 
2017 RYLA, where they were se¬ 
lected by their peers to represent 
our area at the 2018 national con¬ 
ference,” added Chaffee. 

The 2018 World Affairs Semi¬ 
nar. held at Carroll University in 
Waukesha, Wis., from June 23 to 
29, brings young leaders togeth¬ 
er to promote change and dis¬ 
cuss finding solutions to current 
world issues. 

Bobskill said she attended 
“countless sessions,” many of 
which were about technological 
advancements and how they re¬ 
late to the environment. 

”1 learned about food deserts 
and urban farming to growth in 
space travel to how to proper¬ 
ly aid a blind person across the 
road,” Bobskill said. “Each was in¬ 
credible in different ways.” 

Osbourne said the seminar 
helped her to better understand 
what she wants to do with her 
future, which includes studying 
Japanese and majoring in Asian 
studies. Unsure if her goal was the 
right one, she is convinced in her 
decision after attending the sem¬ 


inar — and being surrounded by 
so many different people from all 
over the world. 

“The seminar helped me real¬ 
ize I wanted to study internation¬ 
al relations/affairs as a possible 
double major,” she added. “I defi¬ 
nitely feel more secure about life 
after high school in college now.” 

Both Bobskill and Osbourne 
have taken on numerous volun¬ 
teer leaderships roles in their com¬ 
munity that already have helped to 
advance some of the critical issues 
advocated at the seminar. 

Bobskill recently achieved the 
Gold Award, the highest honor 
in Girl Scouts, for her actions 
during the past several years 
to help protect Robinson State 
Park by cataloguing species and 
focusing on searching for endan¬ 
gered organisms. 

Osbourne has volunteered 
with the Revitalize Community 


Development Corporation to help 
repair and renovate houses in a 
low-income area near Forest Park, 
Springfield. She’s also worked 
with Rachel’s Table to alleviate 
childhood hunger in Western 
Massachusetts by raising money 
and distributing food to under¬ 
privileged families and children. 

Osbourne, who is the student 
representative to the School Com¬ 
mittee, has taught elderly resi¬ 
dents in the community how to 
use new technology so they won’t 
be left out of the digital divide cre¬ 
ated by advances in technology. 

Global perspective 

Students at the seminar dis¬ 
cussed some of the threats fac¬ 
ing the world as well as their 
role in helping to shape the 
world they will inherit to make 
it a better place. 

Osbourne said there are many 


real and important issues plagu¬ 
ing the world, such as global 
warming, pollution, world hun¬ 
ger, or the lack of a sustainable 
energy source, but she said the 
greatest threat is the division and 
conflicts within mankind. 

“How are we ever going to 
solve major problems, like world 
hunger and such, if we don’t work 
together with peaceful and civil 
relations?” she asked. 

Osbourne said she plans to 
use some of the seminar’s strate¬ 
gies to implement projects with¬ 
in her community to bring peo¬ 
ple closer together. 

“Hopefully, this can help us all 
to move forward toward a better, 
more technologically advanced 
future,” she said. 

Bobskill believes the biggest 
threat to the world is what she calls 
“our blatant disregard for the health 
of our environment.” She said only 


1 percent of the Earth’s 2.5 percent 
freshwater supply is potable and 
accessible for human use. 

“When trash makes its way 
into the ocean or when oil and 
other wastes run into the ground- 
water, we put our global water 
supply at risk — and along with it, 
our global food supply that either 
drinks it or takes in this sullied 
water through its roots,” she said. 
“Pollutants put us all at risk.” 

That’s why Bobskill said she 
had been doing all she can to aid 
the environment, from picking up 
litter around town to helping to 
protect endangered species at the 
state park. 

A variety of topics — from 
artificial intelligence to autono¬ 
mous cars to how innovation is 
fundamentally altering the way 
people work, travel, and even feed 
themselves — were debated in a 
non-threatening environment. Dif¬ 
ferent ideas and viewpoints were 
brought forward both by students 
and by world-renowned experts. 

The seminar included experts 
sharing insights and views rang¬ 
ing from cutting-edge science to 
centuries-old traditions. One of 
the goals of the seminar is helping 
students think critically so they 
can distill information, identify 
priorities, and develop skills to 
both lead and collaborate with 
others from different cultures to 
reach conclusions. 

Bobskill said learning from 
experts in a variety of trades and 
careers was an experience she 
will carry with her for her entire 
life. She said a large portion of the 
World Affairs Seminar involved 
being a leader and advancing 
one’s interpersonal skills. 

“I eventually hope to take 
these skills into the workforce,” 
she added.

Red Cross, AFD offering free 
smoke alarms for old homes 


Roadwork announced 
last year is no longer 
a top priority for town

Resident concerns with 
speeding on Reed Street, Hen¬ 
dom Drive and other neighbor¬ 
hoods in town voiced at a public 
hearing last October will have 
to wait a little longer to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

In addition to Hendom and 
Reed, Elmar Drive, Paul Revere 
Drive, Independence Road, and 
Barbara Lane were all under 
consideration for “traffic calm¬ 
ing” — strategies such as speed 
humps and sidewalk bump-outs 
— at a public hearing last Octo¬ 
ber. Mayor William Sapelli said 
that he is aware of the concerns 
that nearly 50 residents made 
at the hearing and that is on the 
list for the town Engineering 
Department to take care of, but 
there are a lot of projects going 
on and the manpower and limit¬ 
ed funding must be prioritized. 

“This is not on our front 
burner at this particular time. 
It doesn’t mean it’s not going 
to happen, it’s just not happen¬ 
ing today. It’s on our radar,” Sa¬ 
pelli said. “We can only stretch 
ourselves so thin. We’re getting 
to them, but people have to be 
patient. I don’t think anybody 
can suggest we’re not paying 
attention to the needs of the in¬ 
frastructure. If you look around, 
there’s a lot going on. We can 
only do one thing at a time.” 

At the time, almost a year ago, 
Town Engineer Michelle Chase 
said Reed Street, where 90 per¬ 
cent of surveyed homeowners 
said they wanted speed humps, 
was likely to see construction 
of calming structures. Approval 
rates for traffic calming in the 
Hendom area and Barbara Lane 
were about 60 percent. But the 
new mayoral administration has 
meant a shift in capital spending 
priorities. 

Sapelli said the Engineering 
Department is currently finish¬ 
ing up sidewalk improvements 
on Walnut Street and will mov¬ 
ing on to Springfield Street next 
week. It’s also doing work on 
water mains. Roadwork is also 
planned on the Morgan-Sullivan 


Bridge and adjacent intersec¬ 
tions, at Feeding Hills Center 
and at the Pine Street and South 
Westfield Street intersection. 

“The Engineering Depart¬ 
ment right now is straight out 
with all those projects,” Sapelli 
said. 

While no immediate relief 
is on the way for speeding con¬ 
cerns, Sapelli said his office is 
taking a long look at the best 
way of handling the complaints 
or addressing some of them 
short-term while town engi¬ 
neers work through their proj¬ 
ect list, especially when inter¬ 
section work sends more traffic 
down side streets. 

“I am concerned because at 
this particular time that Hen¬ 
dom area, specifically when we 
start doing the intersection up 
in Feeding Hills,” Sapelli said. 
“Their neighborhood may be 
cut-throughs while the area is 
under construction.” 

Sapelli said one temporary 
solution they’re looking at is 
putting up electronic speed sig¬ 
nals. The signs flash when a car 
is traveling faster than the post¬ 
ed speed limit, alerting drivers 
who may be cruising along un¬ 
aware that they’re 5 to 10 mph 
over. There are signs currently 
placed on Berry Street that could 
be moved over to Hendom when 
the time comes. At the October 
meeting, some residents re¬ 


quested speed tables or humps 
to control traffic travel speeds. 

“Sometimes don’t realize 
you’re 10, 15, 20 miles per hour 
over the speed limit until you 
see that flashing sign,” Sapelli 
explained. “We will address the 
Hendom area certainly in the 
near future since it will be impact¬ 
ed when we start the intersection 
up in that area in the spring.” 

Another strategy the town is 
considering is the possibility of 
utilizing rotaries at certain sec¬ 
tions of town. Sapelli singled out 
the front of the high school as 
potential rotary location to con¬ 
trol cars that come flying down 
Mill Street. 

“These roundabouts now — 
and some people laugh, we don’t 
need a rotary, that’s crazy’ — 
they do have a place, and when 
you put them in the right area for 
the right reason, it might work,” 
he explained. 

There are no definite time¬ 
lines yet for when the work will 
be done. 

“We’ll get to them — one 
thing at a time, one day at a 
time,” Sapelli said. 

No further public hearings 
are currently planned for traffic 
calming strategies. Sapelli said 
he trusts the engineers and other 
parties that have been working 
on these issues and if they feel in¬ 
formation is needed, then they’ll 
be the ones to set something up.

This event offers residents a safe, 
economical way to dispose of house¬ 
hold items that are flammable, reactive, 
corrosive or toxic. It is free to Agawam 
residents, but advance registration is re¬ 
quired. Appointments may be scheduled 
by calling the DPW at 413-821-0600, ext. 
0, or 413-821-0624, beginning Monday, 
Aug. 6. 

Items considered hazardous may not 
be disposed of in regular curbside trash 
pickup, or in storm drains. Such items 
include: 

From the house: button batteries, 
drain and toilet cleaners, fluorescent light 
bulbs, furniture polish, mercury ther¬ 
mometers, oven cleaner, photo chemi¬ 
cals, rubber cement, and rug and uphol¬ 
stery cleaner. 

From the garage: antifreeze, car 
wax and polish, driveway sealers, engine 
de-greaser, kerosene, gasoline and roof¬ 
ing tar. 

From the workbench: adhesives, 
aerosol cans, oil-based paints, paint strip¬ 
per and paint thinner, stains and varnish¬ 


es, and wood preservative. 

From the yard: chemical fertilizers, 
flea control products, fungicides, insecti¬ 
cides, no-pest strips, pool chemicals and 
weed killers. 

Propane tanks will not be accepted on 
Household Hazardous Waste Day. 

Used motor oil and car batteries can 
be brought to the DPW any weekday from 
8 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Latex paint can be disposed through 
curbside pickup. The paint must be com¬ 
pletely dried, with the cover off the can. 
Open cans and loose covers should be 
placed in a trash bag, which should be 
placed in the wheeled trash cart, or in a 
town of Agawam overflow bag.

OUR VIEW 

Counting 
on the vote 

S imple math tells us that the more 
voters participate in elections, the 
better our government will reflect 
the will of the people, a basic component 
of our liberty as free people. 

But that freedom also means that el¬ 
igible citizens have the right not to vote, 
and it remains to be seen if having an in¬ 
creased number of agencies direct them 
into line with those who enthusiastically 
step forward each Election Day will pro¬ 
duce a substantively better turnout than 
what occurs now. 

The state House of Representatives and 
Senate both overwhelmingly passed leg¬ 
islation recently establishing automatic 
voter registration in Massachusetts. Under 
the provisions of Senate Bill 373, agencies 
that collect information, such as the Regis¬ 
try of Motor Vehicles and MassHealth, will 
gather the necessary documentation for 
voter registration and transmit the same 
to clerks every local community. The bill 
ostensibly is intended to simplify, stream¬ 
line and secure such information in the 
confines of a so-called “Electronic Regis¬ 
tration Information Center” overseen by 
the secretary of state, which is supposed to 
be updated regularly. 

A somewhat problematic passage in 
the bill’s language reads that if a person 
fails to decline this automatic registra¬ 
tion once the information is collected 
by the clerk within 21 days, he or she 
will automatically be added to the rolls. 
That’s what automatic registration is all 
about, of course. 

The passage of the legislation result¬ 
ed in widespread fanfare from organi¬ 
zations like Common Cause Massachu¬ 
setts and the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which hailed the measure as a 
way to ensure increased participation in 
the face of reports of voter suppression 
in other parts of the country. 

But someone will have to handle all 
that paperwork, and the costs to cities 
and towns have not yet been tallied. Aga¬ 
wam, like most towns, is still adjusting 
to the requirements of the early voting 
law that went into effect two years ago, 
and this will add yet more state man¬ 
dates to the town clerk’s office. 

The state owes it to its 351 municipal¬ 
ities to not only provide the necessary 
training to clerks and registrars on the 
local level, but to make sure that those 
whose information is being transmit¬ 
ted for automatic registration have full 
knowledge of what is happening. The 
legislation was passed this week and 
will likely soon be signed by Gov. Charles 
Baker. If the end result is simply handing 
each agency a stack of forms and hoping 
for the best, the next election cycle could 
prove a major headache for all involved. 
Most clerks are reserving judgment on 
the law, as they await instructions from 
the state on how it will affect them. 

It will be up to all citizens to make sure 
they are providing accurate information 
when they check the box to register to 
vote. And it will be up to the state govern¬ 
ment to make sure that in their efforts to 
register every eligible voter, their front¬ 
line election officials, local town clerks, 
don’t get buried in the numbers.

Annual family fair again puts spotlight on safety

Agawam began holding a Na¬ 
tional Night Out event in 2013. 
Featuring crime-prevention in¬ 
formation, demonstrations by 
public safety agencies as well as 
food, festivities and music, it has 
become such a popular family 
event that several years ago it had 
to move from the high school to 
larger space at School Street Park. 

The free event — always held on 
the first Tuesday night in August, 
which this year is Aug. 7 — allows 
its sponsor, the Agawam Police De¬ 
partment, to put the spotlight on 
community partnerships among 
various public safety agencies. 

Its primary mission is to pro¬ 
mote police-community part¬ 
nerships and “neighborhood ca¬ 
maraderie” among residents by 
having members of the various 
departments on hand to talk with 
residents. 

National Night Out has a broad 
scope, covering many aspects of 
public safety. Each year, the event 
attracts larger crowds, with atten¬ 
dance usually between 500 and 
600 people, according to Agawam 
Police Officer Robert Burke, who 
organizes the event. In addition to 
showcasing police, fire and emer¬ 
gency medical services personnel 
and equipment, Night Out has 
also featured safety topics such as 


car seat installation, vehicle safe¬ 
ty, home safety and more. 

Burke said that in addition to 
the State Police accident recon¬ 
struction unit, he has confirmed 
that another State Police unit, the 
Air Wing section, is planning on 
sending a Blackhawk helicopter. 
It is one of five in Massachusetts’ 
fleet of turbine copters based at 


three bases throughout the state 
to provide airborne support for 
first responders. 

In addition to the state police 
air unit, a Life Star helicopter 
from Hartford Hospital is sched¬ 
uled to set down in the field at 
School Street Park. The public 
will be able to tour both heli¬ 
copters and talk with the crews. 


Burke cautioned that if there is 
an emergency call that requires a 
response, one or both off the he¬ 
licopters may need to leave early 
or be unavailable to participate in 
the Agawam event. 

Other public safety agencies 
participating in the event include 
the Hampden County Sheriff’s 
Office, U.S. Marshal’s Office and

the Agawam and Massachusetts 
emergency management agencies. 

The night’s attractions also 
include vendors and community 
nonprofit information booths, as 
well as cookout food available for 
sale. Attendees will also have a 
chance to learn about bicycle safe¬ 
ty, complete child identification 
kits and use free document shred¬ 
ding to help prevent identity theft. 

When Night Out concludes, 
there will be Pandemonium — lit¬ 
erally. Pandemonium is the name 
of an energetic five-piece band 
that will perform a free concert in 
the Darcy Davis Band Shell. 

Known as “America’s Night Out 
Against Crime,” National Night Out 
began in 1984 as a traditional “lights 
on” campaign. The symbolic front 
porch vigils then became commu¬ 
nity celebrations across America. 
Each year, nearly 38 million people 
attend Night Out events.

its teams respond to scores of accidents 
around the state each year. The CARS team 
that responded in Agawam is assigned to 
cover the four counties in Western Mas¬ 
sachusetts. Sgt. Christopher Sanchez, who 
works out of the state police barracks in 
Northampton, supervises this team. 

Sanchez said his team was called in 
to help investigate the Agawam accident 
because one of the crash victims suffered 
such serious injuries that there was the 
possibility the person might not survive. 

The recent accident is an example of 
the close working relationship between the 
CARS team and local law enforcement, said 
Sanchez. That connection led to Sanchez 


and some members of his team joining 
other public safety agencies at Agawam’s 
National Night Out event three years ago. 

When Agawam Police host their sixth 
annual Night Out this Tuesday night at 
School Street Park, Sanchez’s unit will be 
back to help promote safe driving, demon¬ 
strate one of its new investigative tools, and 
explain to the public what the CARS team 
does following an accident. 

Sanchez, who called National Night Out 
“a great concept,” said having a CARS team 
at the free event gives the public another 
perspective of the work done by a different 
public safety agency that serves Agawam 
and other communities when requested. 

“We’re a special operation, known as 
Troop S,” he said. “Unlike troopers who are 
stationed at a specific barracks or patrol

Pandemonium to rock the night

the highways, our specialty is investigating 
motor vehicle homicides.” 

CARS is a full-time unit of highly 
trained officers whose teams are avail¬ 
able 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
to provide expertise, technical assistance 
and specialized equipment to state police 
personnel and local law enforcement. The 
unit provides reconstruction services for 
collisions involving fatalities as well as se¬ 
rious bodily injuries. 

Troopers who are members of the sec¬ 
tion are certified by the Accreditation 
Commission for Traffic Accident Recon¬ 
struction. They also maintain member¬ 
ships in many professional associations, 
such as the National Association of Profes¬ 
sional Accident Reconstruction Special¬ 
ists. Additionally, CARS team members 
are required to take additional education 
and training each year. 

Sanchez said his team is called in au¬ 
tomatically when there is a fatal accident 
and often gets involved when an accident 
is serious or extraordinary, such as the No¬ 
lan Lane crash. 

“We don’t investigate an accident, for 
example, in which someone crashes into 
a tree and gets a broken arm. Our require¬ 
ment is that if it isn’t a fatality, it has to be 
serious or unusual,” he said. 

The unit conducts investigations at the 
scene of an accident, measures the acci¬ 
dent scene using specialized equipment, 
and examines the collision vehicles for 
mechanical defects, and documents the 
damage to provide a detailed reconstruc¬ 
tion report. 


At this year’s Night Out, Sanchez plans 
to demonstrate the unit’s unmanned ae¬ 
rial drone that is used to reconstruct se¬ 
rious crash scenes. A drone is assigned 
to each CARS team in the state, allowing 
teams to quickly map a grid over the scene 
and document critical distances and mea¬ 
surements. 

“The drone can fly over an accident 
scene and take photographs of the scene 
from different angles. The photographs are 
then brought into mosaic, from which we 
can create scaled diagrams. It’s one of the 
many tools we use when investigating a 
crash,” said Sanchez, who is a certified re¬ 
mote pilot. 

Last year, the CARS unit displayed two 
wrecked cars. They were involved in sepa¬ 
rate accidents, but the purpose of the dis¬ 
play was to show the damage each vehicle 
sustained, the crashworthiness of each ve¬ 
hicle, and the impact the accident had on 
each vehicle. 

Sanchez also posted a window sticker 
on the vehicles to help correct some safety 
myths about car safety with facts. The first 
example was the rejection of the miscon¬ 
ception that it’s somehow safer not to wear 
a seat belt and be thrown clear of a vehicle 
in a crash. The second example dispelled 
the erroneous belief that it’s safer to hold a 
child in a person’s lap instead using a child 
safety seat. 

“Seeing a wrecked car is something that 
often gets people thinking about safety,” 
said Sanchez. He added that it’s one of the 
reasons his unit participates at Night Out: 
“Safety is what it’s all about.”

from a landing halfway up 
the south staircase, and the 
Health Department only 
from a landing halfway up 
the north staircase. 

Sapelli said the easiest 
solution might be to de¬ 
molish the back half of the 
building and build a new 
addition with floors that 
match up with the offices 
in the front. The consultant 
— “a qualified architectural 
firm” to be hired through a 
competitive bidding pro¬ 
cess — will suggest “a series 
of construction and ser¬ 
vices options, provide con¬ 
ceptual drawings and con¬ 
struction cost estimates for 
each alternative.” 

The scope of the study 
does not include starting 
over with a brand-new 
building. Sapelli said he ex¬ 
pects it will take up to a year 
for the town to receive the 
funding, hire the consultant 
and receive the report. 

In all, the grant includes 
$65,000 for the Town Hall 
study. The two housing pro¬ 
grams carry larger price 
tags. The Agawam Aging- 
in-Place program, funded 
at $87,000, will provide 
individual grants of up to 
$5,000 for qualified house¬ 
holds with an owner-occu¬ 
pant 65 years or older who 
meets Section 8 low- or 


moderate-income require¬ 
ments. The grant funds can 
be used to pay for home 
safety needs that allow the 
resident to stay in his or her 
home. The town estimates 
that about 30 housing units 
will be served, with an aver¬ 
age cost of $2,500 per unit. 

Both owner-occupied 
and investor-owned res¬ 
idences serving low- to 
moderate-income resi¬ 
dents in Agawam can quali¬ 
fy for housing rehabilitation 
grants. Improvements may 
include the repair or re¬ 
placement of basic building 


systems, lead and hazard¬ 
ous material abatement, 
removal of architectural 
barriers and corrections to 
sanitary code and building 
code violations. The grant 
sets aside $557,750 for this 
program. 

Applications for both 
renovation programs will 
be available in the next cou¬ 
ple months, Town Planner 
Marc Strange said. The Pio¬ 
neer Valley Planning Com¬ 
mission took preliminary 
applications for the aging- 
in-place program earlier 
this year, and will probably 


hold another public meet¬ 
ing at the Senior Center 
before applications are due. 

Sapelli said Agawam 
does not currently have 
any similar renovation as¬ 
sistance programs. Strange 
said the town had previous¬ 
ly investigated using Com¬ 
munity Preservation Act 
funds to offer renovation 
grants, but could not do so 
within the state CPA law. 

Strange was the town’s 
point person on the grant, 
Sapelli said. He also 
thanked Chris Dunphy at 
PVPC for compiling the 
grant application, and state 
Sen. Donald Humason Jr. 
and state Rep. Nicholas 
Boldyga for supporting it. 

He said he was happy 
to drive down to the State- 
house on Friday to receive 
the grant in person. 

“I think we’ve forged a 
good relationship, Agawam 
has, with the governor’s 
office,” Sapelli said. “That’s 
helpful when we do apply 
for these grants. ‘Where’s 
Agawam?’ is not a question 
anymore. They know where 
it is.” 

The DHCD grant, known 
as a Community Devel¬ 
opment Block Grant, is 
administered by the state 
but funded from the feder¬ 
al government. The grant 
to Agawam also includes 
$90,000 for general admin¬ 
istration.
